1. REFERENCE PARA 4 ESTIMATES COSTS THREE WEEK REGULAR 
SESSION AT DOLS 61,000 AND TWO WEEK SPECIAL SESSION AT 
DOLS 103,000. UNDERSTAND INFLATED PRICE OF SPECIAL SESSION 
ATTRIBUTABLE IN MAIN PART TO ITS UNEXPECTEDNESS, WITH 
CONSEQUENT NEED TO PAY MORE FOR UNPLANNED SERVICES RE- 
QUIRED ON SHORT NOTICE. 

2. IF, HOWEVER, SECRETARIAT WERE NOTIFIED WELL IN ADVANCE 
OF PROBABILITY SPECIAL SESSION TO BE HELD, SPECIFICALLY, 

IF DND ADVISED SECRETARIAT IN MARCH 1974 OF LIKELIHOOD OF 
SPECIAL SESSION OF CND IN FEB 1976, IT WOULD APPEAR 
REASONABLE TO EXPECT SECRETARIAT COULD ARRANGE FOR CON- 
TINGENCY OF SPECIAL SESSION AT COST DIFFERING ONLY 
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SLIGHTLY IF AT ALL FROM THAT OF REGULAR SESSION. SPECIAL 
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SESSION CND 1976 COULD BE INCLUDED TENTATIVELY ON CALENDER 
OF CONFERENCES TO BE ISSUED SUMMER 1974 AND PERHAPS 
DEFINITIVELY IN CALENDER ISSUED 1975, DEPENDING ON DECISION 
1975 CND SESSION.
